With vacancy rates in university 
areas plummeting and rents sky- 
rocketing, students are facing an 
unprecedented housing crisis. 

“The situation is terrible. The 
vacancy rate is less than half of one 
per cent and rents are higher than 
anywhere else in the city,” Renters’ 
Aid spokesperson Isobel Woodman 


said Tuesday. “I’ve never seen a: 


housing crisis this bad anywhere in 
the city,” she added. 


Canada Mortgage and Housing 
market analyst Elizabeth Woodman 
agreed. The vacancy rate is hover- 
ing around zero, and rents are 
high,” she said. The average rent 
for a one bedroom suite in the city. 
is $398 compared to $435 for the 
university area. Two bedroom units 
run at a $486 average in the city and 
$603 in the university area. Canada 
Mortgage and Housing define the 
University area as between the river 


valley and 62 Ave. 


The housing crisis began in 
August and reached its peak this 
week. "Students from out of town 
were wiring us (Renters’ Aid) money 
and trusting us to find suitable 
accommodation for them,” 1. 
Woodman said. Because of the 
high rental cost in the area, she 
suggests students look for housing 
north of the river. 


On campus 49 places in student 
residences were available Wednes- 
day, said Dr. Wyn Gittins, manager 
of Housing and Residence Life. 
However, Gittins expected these to 
be gone by the end of the week. 
“We will also provide temporary 
arrangements - up to five days 


_accommodation - for students with 


nowhere to go,” Gittins said. 


Mark Seemann, of the Student 
Housing Registry, said they have 
some shared accommodation avail- 
able, but no self contained apart- 
ments or basement suites. 


Increasing enrollment 
plagues University

Attendance is up once again at 
_.the University of Alberta, and classes 
may be more crowded than ever. 


According to registrar Brian Silzer 
there are about 350 more students 
this year than last, bringing total 
enrollment to slightly higher that 
29,000. Pare 

Silzer said that faculties have 
been watching the registration since 
March, and have tried to expand 
the courses to accommodate as 


+ many studentsas possible. “Faculties 
can either add on more sections of 


a course or they can raise the 
maximum number of students 
allowed into one section. But they 
only have so much flexibility.” said 

’ Silzer.-- 
Language and science classes are 
tied to the availability of Labs. 


Classrooms can only hold so many 
desks. But even if an external factor 
does limit the size of a class, this 
doesn’t mean that it won't be 
crowded. 


First year students will probably 
be the hardest hit, as they have to 
fight for seats in Freshman English, 
science and language classes, which 
have traditionally been in high 
demand. 

Enrollment did decline by about 
700 for the 88-89 year, after the 70°, 
admission requirement was im- 
posed, but this trend only lasted for 
the one year. Potential students 
worked harder to meet the U of A’s 
requirements, and the University’s 
hopes to cause a steady decline 
were wishful thinking. 


Silzer said that another enrollment 
calculation which proved to be 


wishful thinking was that University

officials had thought enrollment 
would naturally go down after the 
Baby-boom generation had gone 


through University. 


“But we're still in very high 
demand,” said Silzer.”More people 
who are qualified to continue their 
education past high school are doing 
so.” Others have begun to renew 
their education, and have come 
-back as mature students. 


““And_ unemployment statistics 
which show that any kind of post 
secondary education increases a 
person’s chance of getting a job 
can also lead to more students 
enrolling at the U of A,” said Silzer, 
adding that other post-secondary 
institutions in Alberta, such as the 
University of Calgary and NAIT, 


were suffering from the same sort.

it. Some don’t think we actually will 
cancel their registrations. But we 


do ” 


Silzer said there really is no choice 
but to take the courses away from 
the students who fail to let the 
University know whether or not 
they are coming. If 300 people 
don’t confirm their registrations, 
that means there is 1500 spots in 
various classes that are unaccounted 
for. “We have to free the places for 
those students who are trying to 
get into full sections and for those 
who need to pick up courses at the 
last minute,”said Silzer. 


All unconfirmed registrations 


were cancelled after 8 pm Wed 
when the registration facilities 
closed down in the Butterdome. 
Some cancellations were legitimate; 
some students truly don’t plan on 
attending the U of A. But others, 
said Silzer, who do want to attend, 
will realize that their names have 
been taken off all course lists. 


These students have to re-register 
by phone, and may find that the 
classes they had a spot in before are 
full. “Sure enough,” said Silzer, 
“there is a student out there who 
had the perfect timetable worked 
out and he didn’t confirm his 
registration.” 


Moments of solitude are rare these days at the U of A; Week of Welcome activities are packed, 


and so are classes.

CJSR campus radio has a new 
station manager. lan Istvanffy, who 
served as CJSR’s program director 
for the last two years, is the new 
head of the station.

Homeless frat will survive

The Kappa Sigma fraternity will 
operate without a fraternity house 
on campus for the coming year. 

The house, located on 87 avenue 
at 110 street, will be torn down by 
the end of September. The Kappa 
Sigma fraternity will begin construc- 
tion of a new house on the same 
property - which they own - before 
the end of 1989. 

“Honestly, it’s been talked about 
for the last fifteen years,” said Ed- 
monton Kappa Sigma President 
Brad Ferguson of renovations to 
the house. “It’s a pre-1930 house, so 
it inevitably was going to need 


reconstruction.” The fraternity 
hopes to have the new house com- 
pleted by the end of next spring. 


Ferguson doesn’t feel that the 
loss of the house will have a dev- 
astating effect on the fraternity’s 
operations. “There is a risk in- 
volved,” he said, “but we can afford 
it this year. The Greek system is 
alive and well. We'll participate 
fully in rush, and we'll continue to 
be active with social events.” 

“There will be no fraternity house 
parties for any frats this year because 
of crackdowns by the local police, 
the Uof Aand the ALCB,” Ferguson 
said. He added that there are about 


20 facilities on the U of A campus 
and the Garneau area that are 
suitable for parties. 


Ferguson also said that Kappa 
Sigma will continue its tradition of 
Monday. night dinners, although 
he did not specify an alternative 
location. The year will be filled with 
fundraising events for Kappa Sigma, 
including a 50th anniversary bash in 
October. Ferguson would not give 
a cost estimate for the new house, 
which has already been. designed, 
but would only add “it takes a hell 
of alot of money to build a house.” 
“Interest rates should be down by 
Christmas,” Ferguson said. -

Eats available in CAB and MedSci

University Housing and Foods 
has opened two new food service 
outlets to accommodate U of A 
students. The opening of two outlets 
for this year contrasts with the 
situation at the beginning of last 
year, when Housing and Foods 
closed The Subway restaurant lo- 
cated in the Students’ Union 
building. 

The closure was marked as being 
controversial, as many students 
complained about the missing ser- 
vices. Now the service is being 
replaced, and Housing and Foods 
director David Bruch says the new 
locations will provide a much better 
service for the students. 

"We closed Subway because it 
wasn’t being used very much.” said 
Bruch. “It was on the second floor 
of SUB, out of the traffic flow, and 
out of the way.” The new outlets, 
located in the Medical Sciences 
Building and in CAB, are in areas 
where it is convenient for students 
to go. 

"The new places are where 
students will naturally go,” said 


Bruch, “rather than somewhere 
upstairs where they don’t go 
readily.” 

The location in Medical Sciences 
has seating for about 95 people. 
The outlet in CAB, called the Tuck 
Shop, is situated in a very heavy 


traffic area by the entrance to the 
Civil and Electrical Engineering 
building, and is designed for stu- 
dents to pick up something while 
they are on the run. 


The Tuck Shop has no seating of 


its own, but it is close to the popular 
gathering area in CAB where there 
are many tables to sit at. Previously 
students sitting in this area would 
have to go downstairs to the always 
busy CAB cafeteria to purchase 
food.

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CF gene tagged

Marking both the conclusion and 
beginning of an era for scientists 
worldwide, researchers at Toronto’s 
Hospital for Sick Children announ- 
ced August 24 that they had dis- 
covered the gene causing cystic 
fibrosis (CF). Their findings end the 
concerted efforts of scientists in 
several countries in 1985 to identify 
the gene. Yet, the discovery is only 
a first step in understanding a pre- 
sently incurable disease. 


Cystic Fibrosis is the most com- 
mon inheritable disease known in 
the caucasian population. One in 
twenty Canadians is a carrier of the 
CF gene and one in 1600 babies is 
born with the disease. CF is usually 
diagnosed in childhood. Typical 
symptoms include lungs being 
obstructed by thick mucous secre- 
tions (once described to me as 
“green tapioca pudding”), frequent 
lung infections, weight loss due to 


-and sterility, especially in males. 


The discovery of the CF gene, 
however, has opened new fron- 


. tiers to CF patients and their families. 


With the identity and sequence of 
the gene established, researchers 
can now go on to examine the 
molecular mechanisms underlying 
the disease symptoms and even- 
tually develop a cure. This cure 
may involve injection of a missing 
protein, much the way juvenile 
diabetics inject insulin. In the as yet 
unforeseen future, the defective 
CF gene may be replaced by the 
normal gene using a technique 
called gene therapy. Gene therapy 
has not yet been developed for use 
in humans but may eventually allow 
for replacement of defective genes 
in selected cells of the body, eli- 
minating the need for injections of 
missing or defective proteins. 
Another potential use of the 
identified CF gene is the develop- 
ment of a genetic marker for the 
gene. This would allow those who 
are carrying the gene but do not 


have the disease to be identified. 
However, ethical questions are then 
raised_as to who should be tested 
and who should have access to this 
information. Nevertheless, to young 
couples in which both members 
have family histories of CF and who 
may be carriers of the CF gene, the 
development of a screening test 
may be helpful in their decision on 
whether or not to have children. 


__ The potential applications of the 
identified CF gene are numerous. 
Its discovery has been widely hailed 
as the most important scientific 
achievement thus far in under- 
standing this debilitating childhood 
disease. In this new age of medicine 
where important scientific disco- 
veries are made daily, we can all be 
proud of the remarkable achieve- 
ment of the Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren research team, which included 
two University of Toronto profes- 
sors. The results of their efforts 
have captured the imagination of 
CF patients, the medical community, 
and the general population equally.

Motorcyclists now face the same 
situation as other motorized vehi- 
cles on campus. There is a charge 
for parking and the stalls have been 
moved out of the centre of campus. 


The cost is $10 monthly, $50 
annually, or $30 sessionally (spring/ 
summer or winter.) “Motorcycle 
parking has been moved to periph- 
eral areas — to carpark zones,” said 
John Mark Fisher housing and trans- 
port commissioner. ’This is part of a 
long range development plan to 
eliminate motor vehicle traffic 
through the centre of campus and 
turn it into a predominantly pedes- 
trian area,” said Fisher. 

In the past, motorcyclists caused 
difficulties by overlooking zones 
and blocking fire exits. 

There are now 21 parking areas 
on campus with 5-30 stalls each. 
“There is more space than before 
on campus, just relocated,” says 
Fisher. 

"Space availability will not be a 
problem but centrally located park- 
ing may have more demand than 
space,” says Kevin Campbell Ad- 
ministrative Assistant for Parking 
Services.

Campuses unite for 


affordable bus rates

Edmonton’s post-secondary cam- 
puses have banded together to 
seek a reduction on monthly Ed- 
monton Transit passes. 


The Intercampus Lobby Commit- 
tee was formed in early August to 
solicit a 15% reduction in Edmonton 
Transit bus passes for post-second- 
ary students across Edmonton. 

In the past, students were offered 
a Student Saver Pass for $137 valid 
for four months. Sales are dropping 
because students do not want to 
pay outa large initial sum, and they 
don’t really need a bus pass in 
December and April, said Housing 


and Transport Commissioner John 
Mark Fisher. 


Bus passes are presently $38 per 
month but would drop to $32 per 
month if the proposed plan is 
approved, 


"We are coordinating the efforts 
of all campuses in Edmonton to 
show general public and student 
support. for a 15%, reduction in 
monthly bus passes,” said Fisher. 
"We are considering canvassing 
people at bus stops,” he said. “It 
would be great is we could get it 
(the reduced bus pass) in January 
or May, but we're getting the ball 
rolling,” said Fisher.

On The Groove Aspect

Groove. It’s a vague word. Yet it’s a word 
that is an integral part of rock and roll 
vocabulary. It’s as if the rhythm of the music 
forces one to use such connotative language 
to describe it. And still, nothing you will ever 
read can describe what you’re feeling when 
you say, “Man, does this song groove!” And 
it’s as hard to describe that feeling as it is for 
musicians to capture it. After all, not all bands 
- groove. It’s like tapping into this universal 
reservoir that only certain musicians know 
how to tap into. Or maybe they don’t tap 
into the groove so much as the groove taps 
into them. Whatever. 


_ One Eyed Wendy are a newly-formed 
local group who concentrate heavily on this 
groove aspect. They’ve only been together 
for about half a year, but already their sound 
is tight, and they have a solid body of original 
material to back it up. A heavy blues influence 
enters the band via guitarist Mike Tottrup, 
formerly of Painted Pony. They combine this 
with a raunchy, distorted, hard-edged ap- 

proach. But it’s still that intangible groove 
aspect that overrides. It seems to be a goal of 
singer/guitarist Jeff Wasserman, who does 
most of the writing for the band. 

“We all have pretty diversified tastes,” 
claims drummer Fred Patterson. Diversity 
does seem to be one clue to their sound. 
Running the gamut from blues to metal, 
Patterson describes their influences as "quite 
a hodge-podge all around.” This diversity has 
resulted in a plethora of comparisons being 
thrust. upon the band. “We’ve been com- 
pared to everything from T. Rex to The Cult. 
Stooges to Stevie Ray Vaughn,” Wasserman 


says. Though they like to think they’ve found 
a groove of their own, they do admit to some 
accuracy in The Cult comparison. “We do 
have that heavy, bluesy-type, funky thing 
— S going on — as well as the power of 
rock.” 


The guys spoke positively of the Edmonton 
scene, their only complaint being a lack of 
venues for their (and other local indepen- 
dent's) type of music. "It’s a real roller coaster 
here, boy,” explains Patterson, “Every two 
years it peaks out, and goes down again. | 
don’t know... we’re sort of getting a good 
wave happening right now. Jr. Gone Wild... 
Killing Time... hopefully we'll be in on that as 
well.” 


Ironically, it’s the same lack of venues that 
has inspired a stronger work ethic for musi- 
cians here. ”You’ve gotta fuckin’ work if you 
want to get anything,” says Patterson, “You’ve 
gotta rehearse and be tight and be solid. 
Because there’s only a couple of venues to 
play at, and unless you’re riding the peak of 
that wave, you ain’t gonna get the shows, 
and thus you ain’t gonna get the money, and 
you're not gonna be able to record. You 
gotta work.” 


Unfortunately, if you need more elabor- 
‘ation on One Eyed Wendy’s “groove aspect,” 
you're going to have to tune into them live. 
They’re a band who appears to have bigger 
plans. They hope to record something soon, 
as well as continue gigging around town. 
Their success will depend on how many 


people dig their groove.

phantasmagorical hour of drama. It’s easily 
one of the best plays of this year’s Fringe, and 
it is not very surprising that it’s one of the 
holdover plays being shown at Son of Fringe. 


American Beaver 


This gets the best comedy of the Fringe 
award. A team of two of the most popular 
Fringe comedy troupes — Sak Theatre and 
Three Dead Trolls in a Baggie — was bound 
to be a sure fire hit. : 

As soon as you walk in, you are divided 
into the American half of the audience anda 
Canadian half. On your seat is a red piece of 
construction paper. You are informed that 
this is a paper grenade, and you should be 
very careful with it — it can give you a paper 
cut. 

The premise of the play is that the U.S. and 
Canada have gone to war over football rules. 


‘Throughout the play, audience members are 


conscripted to...err...volunteer to play parts 
in the play. And some of the...err...willing 
volunteers even have the privilege of being 
judged on a piano concerto of their own 
composition. It doesn’t seem to matter much 
that none of them knowhow to play a piano.

offerings were Star Trek V, which suffered 
from a weak script and William Shatner’s 
inept direction, and Karate Kid III, in which 
Ralph Macchio defends his karate title very 
predictably. On the other hand, Indiana 
Jones returned for a third film that was the 
ideal summer escapist film, as well as being 
better than his first two films. 

For sheer overkill, Jason returned to the 
screen in Friday the 13th, Part 8, in which the 
series takes a major new direction: instead of 
hacking up kids in the woods, Jason hacks up 
kids in Manhattan (where he can blend into 
the populace...) 

It’s no secret that escapism is the major 
selling point for movies, with two major sub- 
types vying for the most box office: comedies 
and action-adventures.

However, families seemed to be popular, 
with the likes of Parenthood, Uncle Buck, 
and Honey, | Shrunk the Kids (the latter 
having great special effects).

Australia’s Young Einstein, sort of a surreal 
what-if-Einstein-were-Tasmanian, and UHF, 
which was alternatively stupid and hysterical. 

People interested in serious drama had to 
make do with a few offerings, some of which 
were actually quite good. Casualties of War 
was a fairly decent Vietnam War story with 
strong performances by Sean Penn and 
Michael J. Fox.

Dead Poets Society: Robin Williams as an 
unorthodox English teacher at a stuffy New 
England prep school in 1959, who creates 
havoc when he teaches the students to think 
for themselves. 


Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade: The 
best Indy movie yet, with Sean Connery 
along for the ride as Indy’s dad. This time, it’s 
a quest for the Holy Grail, with the Nazis 
providing competition. Okay, it’s campy 
formula stuff, but it’s great campy formula. 

When Harry Met Sally: Finally, after endless 
shallow sex comedies we get a mature, 
meaningful comedy about relationships. Billy 
Crystal and Meg Ryan as two friends trying 
not to fall in love with each other for fear of 
ruining their friendship.

Cyborg: Jean Claude Van Damme kicks 
several people in the head in this hokey post- 
apocalypse tale about an expedition to finda 
cure for a plague. The thin plot was bad 
enough, but the ending had people booing 
and throwing things at the screen. 

Ghostbusters 2: The guys are back, with 
the same plot as their first outing: the 
Ghostbusters versus a malevolent entity from 
another dimension bent on world domi- 
nation. Worse, nearly everyone involved 
onscreen seemed to limp through their 
performances.

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Condition Does 
The Swampwalk 


Nine years ago, a group of musicians 
formed in Montreal, calling themselves 
Condition. During the past nine years, the 
band has survived line-up changes, and 
managed (through various means) to release 
three albums. Their latest release, entitled 
Swampwalk, is a melange of jazz (Duke 
Ellington covers) and freak-rock. In mid- 
summer they graced our fair city, playing 
Crackerjacks. One of CJSR’s radio person- 
alities caught up with the band’s singer, Julia 
Gilmour, supplying us with these insights. 


interview by Mike Fy 
MF: So how’s life in Montreal? 


JG: Big city, but still not a lot of venues for 
live music to vent its anger. Montreal’s still 
the fashion capital. Everyone would rather 
go to a disco and stand around and listen to 
recorded dance music, and not have the 
added competition of live music going on at 
the same time. 


MF: But how is the band situation? 


IG: The band situation is extremely healthy. 
How it exists in a vacuum Ill never know. But 
one thing still about Montreal is that the live 
bands that are there are all different. It’s a 
real healthy scene as far as that’s concerned. 
But a lot of Montreal bands have to get 
outside the city to really make a go of it, so 
that’s what usually happens. Everybody gets 
the hell out of Montreal and just pays rent 
there! 


MEF: So Swampwalk was recorded in 
Germany. 


JG: It was recorded in Berlin. 


MF: | understand you received some help 
from the German government? 


JG: Yah. We were there as part of a cultural 
exchange with the city of Berlin. They sent a 
band to Montreal, and we were the band 
sent to represent Canada in Berlin for their 
750th anniversary. Berlin is an extremely 
subsidized city for the arts. Such that they 
have a cultural senate and a rock bureau. 


And apart from performing about ten times 
in the city, we recorded Swampwalk there. 


MF: So did they pick up the tab? 

JG: For everything! 

ME: So Amok records [their label] got off 
pretty easy then? 


JG: Yah! You could put it that way. So far so ; 


good. They got off pretty good, yah! 
MEF: So what were the crowds in Berlin like? 


JG: Incredible. The independent scene there 
has been around for a long time and really 
functions well. The press covers it. The clubs 
support it. Audiences support it. You know, 
it works the way it’s supposed to work. So 
much so, that towards the end of our stay 
we were playing packed houses, five or six 

hundred people. It was really a great reaction. 
| think Berlin was very surprised by the type 
of music we do. | don’t think they were 
expecting that from a Canadian band. They 
have a very strange concept of what Canada 
is about. They think we’re all lumberjacks! 


MF: Oh. | see. Tents and Igloos! 
JG: Not entirely untrue, but... 


MF: Sowere you happy with the result of the 
album? 


JG: Yah. Very much so. It represented us 
working in a much more state of the art 
recording studio than usual. It was also neat 
getting out of Montreal to record an album. 
You get away from those city pressures and 
stuff... Ultimately what we did was record the 
stuff the way we do it live. And we used the 
extra tracks [24], lord knows Condition 
doesn’t need that many tracks to record 
something, to create more of an atmosphere. 
We used the extra space basically to create a 
feel, which is very much what Swampwalk is 
about. 

MF: What was your motivation behind 
covering Duke Ellington’s Caravan? 

JG: It’s just one of those great songs that we 
had to redo ourselves. A lot of our motivation 
for doing covers is so that people can kind of

get the picture of what we’re trying to do 
with our original material. When people see 
how we handle a cover, or what covers we 
choose to do, they tend to say, “Oh, | get it!” 
The song warrants being brought back to 
life, ultimately. 

ME: What would it feel like to turn on the 
top 40 radio station and hear yourself? 

JG: | think it would be pretty much a riot, 
considering where we’ve come from and 
how long we've been struggling at this thing. 
| don’t see why it can’t happen. Given the 


kind of change in attitudes that’s been going 
on out there. | think the nineties are going to 
be an anything goes kind of decade. Another 
goal for us is that people would, on a larger 
scale, understand and appreciate what we’re 
doing, and feel what we feel from the music 
— which is what keeps us doing it. Believe 
me.

The Student Ombudservice 
consists of two students, Terri 
Mann and Carsten Jensen, ap- 
pointed by the Students’ Union 
to investigate the complaint of 
any student who believes that he 
or she has been unfairly treated 
by University employees, pro- 
fessors, or by the Students’ Union 
or its employees. The Ombud- 
service is independent of the 
Students’ Union and has broad 
powers to investigate actions, 
decisions, practices and proce- 
dures at the University. The office 
can also recommend corrective 
actions. 

The term ‘Ombudsman’ ori- 
ginated from the Swedish word 
‘Justitieombudsman’ meaning 
‘people’s agent for justice’. The 
word was originally used to 
describe the protector of citizens’ 
rights first appointed by the King 
of Sweden over 250 years ago. 

Today, as bureaucracies grow 
larger, and red tape thicker, the 
need for a citizen’s advocate in- 
creases, and the practice of hiring 
Ombudsmen to redress injust 


treatment of an individual be- 
comes more common.

“Three Chords; No Apology.” Such are the 
words that appear on the back cover of 
BGM’s debut album. Thank goodness they 
feel that way. because if they felt compelled 
to apologize they might very well end up 
pulling their album off record store shelves. 

The album title gives the impression that 
the record will be a good dose of garage rock 
— fast paced, energetic, guitar-based rock n’ 
roll. After all, if you won’t apologize for three 
chords, | suppose you'll make good use of 
them, won't you? 

This isn’t a situation where some very 
accomplished musicians experiment with an 
album by exploring the various permutations 
and combinations of using only three chords. 
This is five musicians who only know three 
chords, and aren’t accomplished enough to 
Create a diverse sound. 

Simply put, the album is flat, from” be- 
ginning to end. The album has an absolutely 
lethargic pace — nothing really goes, nothing 
makes you want to get up and dance, or even 
slap your knee to the beat. The production is 
just smooth enough to trim the raw edges, 
but not refined enough to make it sound 
good. Side one in particular seems to be 
nothing more than a drone. And the music 
simply has no diversity.

The scene is a familiar one. You’re sitting in 
some class bored out of your skull. You start 
doodling in the margin. Soon, something 
really cool starts to happen with this doodling 
and you become completely oblivious to 
your surroundings.

Margin Walker is the second release from 
a Washington DC quartet with a lot of history 
in the hardcore side of things.

This is 
one group who have finally realized that 
subtlety can be more potent than preachy 
lyrics and screaming vocals. They tackle 
problems with modern technology, sexuality, 
and language without succumbing to pretension. 
The music rides the fine line between storm 
and calm, crossing back and forth repeatedly. 
All this creates a feeling of stifled rage, 
urgency, and immediacy. 


Cool stuff always happens in the margin, 
and that’s where Fugazi prefer to play their 
music. Thank goodness too, because | was 
just about ready to fall asleep again.

24-7 Spyz arrive with their debut, and it’s in 
your face, sucker. Born and bred in New 
York City, weaned on the hardcore sounds 
emanating from CBGB’s on sweaty summer 
nights, the Spyz dish out a virtual melting pot 
of musical styles. 


There’s a lot to be found here — from the 
burning metal riff of the opening cut 
“Grandma Dynamite,” to the funked out 
version of Kool and the Gang’s “Jungle 
Boogie,” to the straight-out thrash of “Spill 
My Guts.” While being an admirable ap- 
proach, this can also be a potentially dan- 
gerous move. Covering so many different 
styles can often times produce a vacuous 
album, one which lacks cohesiveness. But 
these bros manage to pull it off. Led by Jimi 
Hazel’s brutal guitar attack (in the credits he 
thanks Hendrix for inspiration at age 7) and 
backed by the rhythm section of Rick Skatore 
(bass) and Anthony Johnson (skin pounder), 
the band manages to keep da riddim, while 
frontman P. Fluid expresses thoughts covering 
subjects both serious and comical, from 
racism to tales of sexual bravado. 


Unfortunately, in today’s music world, it’s 
fairly rare to have black musicians who play 
hard-edged rock and roll, so there’s the 
inevitable (albeit inaccurate) comparisons to 
Bad Brains, Fishbone, Living Color, et al. But 
that’s just the lazy person’s way out.

Head Coach Jim Donlevy com- 
pares this year's defence to the one 
the Bears had in 1984, which hap- 
“pens to be the last year the Bears 

made it to the Vanier Cup. 


Defensive Co-ordinator Dave 
Morris feels this years defence is 
strong because of the return of 

- three all Canadians - linebacker 
Mark Singer, ‘cornerback Trent 
Brown and outside linebacker Brent 

Korte. 


Korte, asecond team all Canadian 
and Western Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball all-star, is returning to the Bears 

_after a summer tryout with the 
Edmonton Eskimos. Korte felt the 
experience was a thrill competing 
against players like Stew Hill and 

_ Gregg Stumon. Korte felt the tryout 

_ would have gone better if he would 
have had linebacking experience. 


This year the 6’2” 225 Ib. Korte 
~ will play outside linebacker. Don- 
levy feels Korte has shown "great 
progress in his defensive skills” and 
calls it a “natural progression.” 
This progression has seen Korte 
develop froma down lineman, toa 
rush end and now to a an outside 
linebacker. With Korte playing out- 
side linebacker, he will have more 
responsibilities then he has had in 
the past..”He’ll be in the quarter- 
back’s face, or he will drop back 
into pass coverage like any line- 
backer does” said Donlevy. 


Morris feels Korte is “very import- 
ant to the Bears team on and off the 
field. He (Korte) is a positive force 

~ (who) keeps everything loose and 
relaxed”. Morris says Korte is a 
good team leader and teacher and 
when the “other guys can learn 
from him, they’ll be even better”. 


The Bears will be using a defence 
that is similar to the Don Mathews’ 
coached defence of the Edmonton 
Eskimos.

The Coach’s 
Homecoming

Gino Fracas is back to where it all 
began. And he’s quite sentimental 
about it, too. Fracas returns as the 
receivers coach of the Golden Bears 
football team. 


“I’m happy to come here,” said 
Fracas. “I spent twelve happy years 
here (1955-1967) and all of my kids 
were born here.” 


The likeable and jovial Fracas 
began his football career at Western 
Ontario playing both offence and 
defense. He carried the ball as a 
running back and he stopped 
running backs as a linebacker for 
the Mustangs. Twice he won the 
scoring title (he was also a kicker) 
and he was a three time all star. 


The first pick in an exclusively 
East division draft in 1955, Fracas 
decided to come west instead. "Pop 
Ivy (the legendary coach of the 
Eskimos) convinced me to come to 
Edmonton with (Don) Getty.” 


In his rookie season Fracas found 
himself behind Normie Kwong and 
John Bright on the Eskimo running 
back depth chart. When he broke 
his leg in a game against Saskat- 
chewan he decided to play line- 
backer instead. He basked in the 
glory of Grey Cup in 1955 and 1956. 


"That was a real family,” said 
Fracas, “a real close knit group. 
Everyone pulled for each other.” 


Fracas became the defensive cap- 
tain for the 1961-62 and ‘62-’63 
seasons. “It was areal honor because 
| was selected captain by the 
players.” 

Fracas became the Head Coach 
of the Bears football in 1963 after 
his playing days had ended. He had 
joined the faculty of physical 
education in 1960, while still playing 
for the Eskimos. He enjoyed a great 
deal of success, winning the un- 
official national championship in 
1963 in a win over Queen’s and 
losing in the first College Bowl to 
Toronto in 1965. 


In 1967 Fracas shocked a lot of 
people by leaving to start the foot- 
ball program at the University of 
Windsor. “The reason | left was 
because of my parents,” he said. “I 
was an only child and my wife and

“They 
all worked hard in the off season 
too.” Added Gino Fracas, the re- 
ceivers coach, “the offensive line 
should get a plus-plus for their 
performance last week.” The line 
allowed just one sack. 


"This team has a good offense 
and it’s going to be okay. Right now 
we have injuries to a few strategic 
positions like slotback and quarter- 
back,” said Fracas. “We had trouble 
executing our plan last week, but 
there will be a nice progression 
week by week.” 

Punting and placekicking is in 
the capable hands of fifth year man 
Steve Kasowski. Linebacker Mark 
Singer is capable of handling these 
as is freshman John Cutler. Corner- 
backs Trent Brown and Todd Ma- 
theson have been charged with 
returning punts.

had five kids. (My parents) were 
aching to see my children.” 


After a twenty-two year hiatus, 
Fracas returns to Alberta as a 
"distinguished visitor.” He will be 
lecturing and coaching until No- 
vember and then will return to 
Windsor in January where he is a 
Professor of Human Kinetics. 


He’s written a book called Basic 
Football Fundamentals - A Simple 
Biomechanical Approach. “It took 
me five years to write, it’s the only 
book of its kind,” said Fracas. 


Fracas’ football philosophy can 
be seen in today’s CFL: a variety of 
formations, alot of movement, and 
simplicity. “Nothing changes line- 
blocking,” said Fracas. “We try to 
keep it simple for the offense and 
complex for the defense.” That, 
however, is only Fracas’ philosophy, 
not John Belmont’s, the offensive 
_coordinator. 


For now Fracas will work within 
Belmont’s philosophy. But he is 
happy to be here. “I’m happy now,” 
he says, “the way | look at it, | 
started my coaching career and I'll 
finish it here.”

Bears fumble opener

Bisons rumble into Varsity

The football Bears’ home-opener 
is this weekend against the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba Bisons. Jim Don- 
levy’s squad enters the game having 
dropped an 18-9 decision to the 
UBC Thunderbirds on-August 29.

Starting quarterback Mike O’Don- 
nell broke his leg against Calgary. 
(McKay) is not as good a runner as 
(O’Donnell),” said Morris. Last week 
McKay tossed four interceptions 
against Saskatchewan. 

McKay’s accuracy, or lack of it, 
may play right into the Bear de- 
fence’s hands. "We haven’t had a 


pass completed over the top on 
us,” said Morris. “Everything’s been 
in front of our corners.” If things 
appear easy for the Bears they 
aren't. McKay led the Bisons to a 
win last year.
